Senator Wilson, presiding over the 


meeting, opened the program by re- 
calling that during the last years the 
late James R McCollum served as 
circuit judge the ceiling of the old 
courthouse bulged downward and a 
hasty examination showed that the 
truss supporting Ihe roof was col- 
lapsing. 


A rod was run Ihrough the building, 


and a turnbuckle applied to tighten up 
the structure and prevent a complete 
collapse. Senator Wilson, then serv- 
ing as county judge, said he approved 
the claim for the repair work—which 
admittedly left tho building, now 64 
years old, still in a dangerous condi- 
tion. 


Senator Wilson drew attention also 
' "propaganda" which he said was 


being circulated agaiast Hope in the 
present election—to the effect that the 
Garland school site which is being 
donated by the city as a courthouse 
location is still encumbered by a debt 
due to R. M. LaGrone, trustee. 
Sen- 


ator Wilson invited R. M, LaGrone, 
Sr., to address the audience—and Mr. 
LaGrone stated that neither the Citi- 
zens National bank, of which he is 
president, nor himself nor any of his 
associates, now had, or ever had had, 
any lien against the Garland property 


H. H. Huskey 


Mr. Huskey said he would vote to 


remove the county-seat from Washing- 
ton to Hope. "Twenty-five years ago 
I might not have clone this," he said. 
"But times have changed. Hope today 
affords 
more 
accomodations 
than 


Washington possibly can—and Hope 
serves besl the great majority of the 


to 


county's population. 


"Furthermore, every 
citizen has a 


certain pride in his county courthouse. 


"1 think Hempstead needs a new 


building. We really need—and are 
worthy of—a better building than the 
one that has stood at Washington for 64 
years." 


Mayor Graves 


Ma>or Graves disclosed that ?150,000 


is the contemplated total cost of the 
new courthouse to be proposed at the 
second or bond election, should Hope 
u in the removal election June 11. 


"The federal government," he said 


"will offer one of two plans for finan- 
cial aid to the county. Either the gov- 
ernment will advance the county the 
tolal cost, to be repaid in 50 years with- 
out interest; or, the government will 
make an outright grant of 45% of the 
cost ami loan tho county the 55"? bal- 


ance at 4% interest, to be paid in 20 to 
25 years. 


"The first proposal would. be the 


cheapest, for the county—and would 
cost half a mill tax. 


"But if the second proposal is more 


likely to be adopted by the federal 
government, then the cost to the coun- 
ty would be a tax of one mill. 


"This is part of the federal govern- 


ment's pump-priming program. I don't 
mean to say I am for pump-priming— 
am not—but I.hate to think of spend- 
ing the rest of my life-time paying for 
new courthouses everywhere in the 
land except my own home county. 


"Malvern got a $127,000 courthouse 


two years ago,' and .it's mighty nice— 
and you all know Malvern's county 
isn't half as good as Hempstead. 


"About that Garland site 'which the 


city is donating to the county—the title 
to that property is absolutely clear. It 
never was encumbered by Mr. La- 
Grone, but it might have looked that 
way due to the refunding of an earlier 
/ 


school debt. Yet Garland wasn't in- /' 
eluded in the mortgage—and in any 
.*A"' 


event, Mr. LaGrone's release deed sub- - 
sequently was filed and made a part 
of the record. 


"Some of our opponents are doing a 


lot of guessing. You hear in some 
quarters that a new courthouse would 
double your tax bill. If you doubled 
the tax bill you would pay for a new 
courthouse in one year flat That's 
absurd. A five-mill tax would pay 
out the building in five or .six years. 
Actually, the'cost will be one mill, at 
the outside,. 


"If the federal government should 


refuse to give any help whatever the 
cost would still be only one mill 
plus 45%. 


"Or, you can cut out some \>t the 


county's services and build a new 
courthouse without any tax increase 
whatever." 


County Expenses Reduced 


Following Mayor Graves, Senator 


Wilson remarked that recent legisla- 
tures have cut J5,000 t oJfi.OOO a year 
expense off the county government, 
by taking over the salaries of the 
county agents, the health nurse, and 
sundry expenses. 


It would be possible, Senator Wilson 


said, to reduce the county general tax 
fromS mills to 4 mills, and then add 
one mill on again for courthouse con- 
struction—leaving the total tax bill un- 
changed from the present figure. 


Luther F. Higgason 


Former Judge Higgason said: 
"Hempstead has the poorest court* 


house of all the 75 counties. 


"Pike county has a brand new court- 


house-and-jail that makes our county 
building look disgraceful 


"Let's get the record straight on this 


tax business. The assessed valuation 
of Hempstead is 55,680,000, and one 
mill on thai is $5,680 a year—which is 
plenty to build all the courthouse will 
will ever want, 


"The federal-aid program makes this 


a Santa Claus proposition—hang up 
your stocking! 


"Tell the truth—don't tell any lies. 
"We want to move the courthouse 


this time!" 


O. A. Graves 


Mr. Graves said: 
"This is my third courthouse cam- 


paign, the others being in 1910 and 
1914. 


"I waul to say at the outset that we 


don't want a single vote in this elec- 
tion unless it's by a qualified elector, 
and voted in his correct precinct. 


"The county seat should follow the 


trend of population and trade. If Wash- 
ington should continue to be the seat 
of county government why is it, then, 
that the county agents, who have to 
serve all the people of the county, 
don't stay in Washington, but actually 
make their headquarters in Hope?

•sewing to do, don't bite your thread. 
Cut it. The habitual practice of biting 
.threads will result eventually in nick- 
»g the. biting edge of the teeth. It 
will not only give them a sawtooth 
-appearance, but will weaken the edge 
pnd. may open the way for decay. 


, Don't bite hard-shelled nuts to crack 


them. Even though tooth enamel is 
the hardest of the human tissues it 
will not stand too great force. You 
may crack the enamel instead of the 
nut shell. 


Don't place your dependence for the 


health of the mouth on any commer- 
cially advertised dental cure-all. Den- 
tifrices are intended only to keep 
cleanse the teeth. They are not rem- 
edies for month diseases; neither will 
they prevent such diseases, and 


Don't expect a toothbrush to last 


forever, or for more than a few months. 
Bristles that have become soft from 
teeth properly. 


Don't—and this is another import- 


ant one. Because the first or baby 
teeth.come out, don't believe that these 
teeth should be neglected. Baby teeth 
have a function to perform, if they 
are no; properly cared for they can- 
not function properly, and worse still, 
neglect is likely to result in pain, sys- 
temic disease and crowding of the suc- 
ceeding teeth. 


Now as to the things that should be 


done. There are three in particular: 
Eat proper food. Have a thorough 
examination and the necessary atten- 
tion by the family dentist at least twice 
ayear. Keep the mouth dean. Tooth 
strength comes from the food eaten 
while the. teeth are being fromed. 
Regular attention by the family den- 
tist will prevent nearly all dental 
troubles. Proper cleanliness of the 
mouth through thorough brushing of 
the teeth at least twice daily will help 
to prevent loo'th deca

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Conflict Fades If Brought Into Open

. Conflicts are battles we fight with 
"ourselves. 
. This is about as clear-as I can make 
.it, but of course there is more to it 
than that. Often we are not conscious 
of our conflicts, a sthey are waging a 
,war benaeth the surface. 


However, it is not the casual con- 


,flict that wears us out. It is our 
"dodging the issue that does most of 
the damage. And continuing to dodge 


, When we want to do one thing and

low years to go on without doing any-

The Real Love of 


Sir Thomas Lipton's Life

When Sir Thomas Lipton died at his home in Osidfje, London, on 
October 2, 1931, newspapers .throughout the world carried 'the 
famous picture of Sir Thomas in his yachting cap and gave their 
readers the story of his life. 


But these articles, in the main, stressed the story of his later years: 


Sir Thomas as great philanthropist, Sir Thomas as ambassador of 
good will, Sir Thomas as cele- «•- 
brated yachtsman; and forgot to 
emphasize the title of which he 
was proudest. This title was 
Thomas Lipton, Tea Planter, 
Ceylon. 


For tea was the consuming interest 


of Thomas Lipton's life -from the 
day in 1889 whon his first purchase 
of twrnty thousand chests of tea ar- 
rived in Glasgow and the loads were 
drawn through the streets of that 
great Scottish city accompanied by 
brass bands and bag pipes, until the 
day 42 years later when the beloved 
old man passed away. 


Up to the time of Lipton's entry 


into the tea business, most of the tea 
in the world came from China. The 
island of Ceylon was known as a 
great coffee-growing country. There 
was not a tea plant on the island. But 
in 1870, Ceylon was visited by a 
'blight that snuffed out the life of 
every single codec plant, and prom- 
ised to spell economic disaster for 
Ceylon. 


In the gloomy days that followed, 


young Thomas Lipton and some 
other adventurous souls thought: 
"Why not try to grow lea in this rich 
Ceylon soil and exceptionally gentle 
climate?" Tea plants were imported 
and cultivated with scientiSe cere. 


Never was experiment more suc- 


cessful. Ceylon proved to be one of 
the great tea-growing spots in the 
world. Here sprang from Mother 
Earth tea unsurpassed for delightful 
flavor. And, 
oddly enough, the finest 


of all the tea gardens in Ceylon were 
Thomas Lipton's. 


With his own superb tea as a basis, 


Thomas Lipton mixed a blend so fine 
that it has carried off top honors in 
five world's fairs. And, at the Great 
Tea Exposition of Ceylon and India,

Lipton's own tea was awarded the 
Gold Medal. 


Lipton's Tea came to the attention 


of royalty, and he became "Tea 
Merchant by Appointment" to three 
different royal families.

AN ACT to Prevent Illegal or Im- 


proper Voting in Any General or 
Special Legallml Election in the Slate 
of Arkansas rnd to Supplement the 
Procedure in Primary Election Con- 
testa and to Provide for the Proper 
Assessment and 
Payment 
of 
Poll 


Taxes in the Elate of Arkansas, and 
for other Purposes. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE GEN- 


ERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE 
OF ARKANSAS: 


SECTION 1. It shall bo unlawful 
/or any person to cast n vote in any 
general or special election hereafter 
held in the Stale of Arkansas, whether 
the same bo a legal election now or 
hereafter provided by luw or whether 
the same be a general or a sjxjeial 
primary election 
held 
under the 


auspices of any political jjurty in the 
State of Arkansas, unless the said per- 
son so easting a vote shall he a qual- 
ified elector as defined by Ihe Con- 
stitution of Arkansas, Amendment No 
G thereof, and Section DTUli of Cra\. 
ford & Moses' Digest of the Statues of 
Arkansas. 


SECTION 2. It shall be unlawful for 


any person to cast a ballot in any elec- 
tion so held as set forth in Section 1 
uf this Act, unless the said person 
.shall have previously assessed 
and 


paid u jjoll tax as now provided by law 
and which said assessment and pay- 
ment of |)oll tax shall have been 
made by the person So casting a vote 
in person or by some person author- 
ized by such person to so assess and 
pay .such poll tax aforesaid; provided, 
that in the evenl that such assessment 
is made and j>oll tax j^uid by an agent, 
the said agent must exhibit to the 
assessing officer or collecting officer, 
authority in writing from the person 
or |>ersons so desiring an assessment to 
be made or the poll lax jjuid and it 
shall be the duty of the .said assessing 
or collecting officer, to file in his said 
office the said such written authority 
from the person or persons authoriz- 
ing their said assessment to be made 
or their poll tax paid, and to keep the 
.same on file in his or her office for 
a period of iwo years and the same 
.shall bo opened lit all times to the in- 
srcction of Tiny interested person or 
persons.

At 50, Irving Berlin Has Just Begun to Write Music. 


HOLLYWOOD.—Changing styles in 


music don't bother Irving Berlin. He'll 
keep right on manufacturing melodies 
that interpreters can rag, ja/.7. or 
swing symphonic, modernize or make 
unrecognizable with "special arrange- 
ments." Ho'll continue to write lyrics 
which will be adapted lo the talents 
of the crooners, scat singers, torch 
cnrricr.s, lugubrious baritones and bar- 
ber shop quartets. 


Berlin was 50 years old the other 


day, 
and he has been writing popular 


songs for more than three decades. He 
has turned out more hit.s than anybody 
who ever lived, and his work has been 
by no means the perishable com- 
modity that you might imagine at first 
thought. Some Berlin tunes 20 and 
25 years old are being played more 
lhan hit tunes born only two or three 
years ago. In hi.s old catalog are some 
150 numbers which still are used by 
orchestras, and of these there are 50 
of genuine importance which pay roy- 
alties on thousands of (>crformancc.s 
each year. 


Fads Small Factors 


Never in his career has Berlin con- 


sidered himself a musician. His job 
is emotional, not technical. "There's 
a !nt of difference between a song- 
writer and a musician," he said. "Long 
ago I got over any high-hat ideas I 
had. 
To compose gotxl music a person 


lias to have the tools—like Gershwin, 
who had both the talent and the 
knowledge. 


"When I .started writing it was no
